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National Historic Landmark Status 


Is Granted to Original Greenbelt

At long last Greenbelt has 
joined the ranks of the nation’s 
most prestigious historic places. 
On February 18, U.S. Secretary 
of the Interior Bruce Babbitt 
signed on the dotted line desig- 
nating “Old Greenbelt” a Na- 
tional Historic Landmark (NHL). 
Secretary Babbitt’s formal ap- 
proval, which had been widely 
expected, came almost three 
months after the National Park 
System Advisory Board voted 
unanimously to recommend that 
Greenbelt be awarded this rare 
federal honor. 

Congressman Steny Hoyer, 
who represents the Greenbelt 
area, had this to say about the 
city’s new status: “I applaud the 
entire Greenbelt community for 
their outstanding efforts to re- 
ceive this special recognition. 
Greenbelt is a truly important 
piece of America’s rich history 
and the designation as a National 
Historic Landmark firmly estab- 
lishes the importance of the 
city’s unique tradition and heri- 
tage.” 

"National Historic Landmarks 
can be buildings, places or ob- 
jects determined to be nationally 
significant in American history 
and culture. Many of the most 
well-known historic places in 
America, such as Mount Vernon, 
Pear! Harbor, and the birthplace 


of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., 
are NHLs. Landmark status is 
the highest form of recognition 
granted by the federal govern- 
ment to privately owned proper- 
Lies. 

“Historians have long seen Old 
Greenbelt as an obvious candidate 
for this honor, and I hope it will

raise greater awareness of 
Greenbelt’s importance in Ameri- 
can history,” said Carolyn Pitts, a 
National Park Service historian 
who helped shepherd Greenbelt’s 
application through the review 
process. She commented that 
“Greenbelt is far and away the 
most successful and the most in- 
tact” of the three experimental 
“greenbelt” towns constructed by 
the federal government in the 
1930s. 

Old Greenbelt’s current listing 
on the National Register of His- 
toric Places acknowledges its sig- 
nificance at the ‘state and local 
level, but being “Landmarked” 
provided a higher level of recog- 
nition and enhanced protection 


against potentially destructive fed- 
eral actions, such as highway 
projects. 

Greenbelt’s newly awarded 
Landmark status does not trigger 
any particular requirements for 
private property owners. Owners 
are free to make whatever 
changes they wish, provided that 
federal funds are not involved. 
In addition, the National Park 
Service provides technical advice 
on preservation issues to owners 
of NHLs through personal con- 
tacts and publications. Certain 
grants for preservation work can 
be made available, and some fed- 
eral income tax incentives for do- 
nating easements and rehabilitat- 
ing income-generating historic 
buildings, such as Roosevelt Cen- 
ter, are possible. | 

The City of Greenbelt and 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) co- 
operated in nominating Old 
Greenbelt, both as an appropriate 
way to honor the city’s legacy, 
and to help protect it in the fu- 
ture from the impact of possible 
federal development projects. 
The designation makes Greenbelt 


the first planned community. to 


become a National Historic Land- 
mark. Coincidentally it arrives in 
time for Greenbelt’s 60th anniver- 
sary. Greenbelters can expect a 
city-wide celebration honoring 
Greenbelt’s past and future in 
October. 


Landmark Status: What It Means

The purpose of the National 
Historic Landmarks Program is 
to identify and designate Na- 
tional Historic Landmarks, and 
encourage the long range pres- 
ervation of nationally signifi- 
cant properties that illustrate or 
commemorate the history and 
prehistory of the United States, 
according to the National Park 
Service. By being designated a 
National Historic Landmark, 
Historic Greenbelt has been of- 
ficially recognized as a “prop- 
erty of exceptional value to the 
nation as a whole rather than to 
a particular State or locality.” 
National landmark properties 
have been found to possess ex- 
ceptional value or quality in il- 
lustrating or interpreting the

The 
program encourages owners of 
landmark properties to observe 
preservation precepts. 
Minimize Harm 

By being a National Historic 
Landmark, the head of any fed- 
eral agency is required, to the 
maximum extent possible, to 
undertake such planning and ac- 
tions as may be necessary to 
minimize harm to the historic 


Greenbelt has been 
officially recognized as a

district before approving any 
federal undertaking which may 
directly and adversely affect it. 
Further, before undertaking a 
project in the historic district, 
the federal agency must give 
the Advisory Council on His- 
toric Preservation a reasonable 
opportunity to comment on the 
project. 

Property owners do not give 
up any rights or privileges of 
ownership or use of the land- 
mark property. Nor does the 
Department of Interior acquire 
any interest in a landmark prop- 


erty. By being listed in the 
National Register of Historic 
Places, an essential criteria for 
being designated a National 
Historic Landmark, owners of 
property in the Greenbelt His- 
toric district already were eli- 
gible for two possible benefits. 
If the owner undertakes historic 
preservation, the owner may be 
eligible to be considered for 
federal grants-in-aid and loan 
guarantees. Also, there are 
some income tax provisions that 
may apply to an owner under- 
taking historic preservation. 
Criteria 
The landmark program sets 
forth six criteria for receiving 
landmark status. A property 
must meet at least one of these 
criteria. Greenbelt met three of 
them. 
Of the six criteria, Criterion 
1 relates to properties associ- 
ated with broad patterns of na- 
tional history. Greenbelt re- 
flects the mass migration in the 
1920s and 1930s of farmers 
from the countryside to the cit- 
ies. It was designed as a direct 
response to this national dislo- 
cation by providing affordable 
housing in a suburban setting 
for the urban poor, inadequately 
housed in overcrowded cities. 
It also reflects the pattern of 
the second quarter of the 20th 
century of large-scale govern-

Ben Rosenzweig — Pioneer, 


Community Activist — Dies _

Greenbelt pioneer and activist 
Benjamin Rosenzweig died in his 
sleep at Holy Cross Hospital on 
Monday, March 3. He had con- 
gestive heart failure. Ben had 
celebrated his 89th birthday on 
March 1. His actual birthday 
was February 29, making him 22 
1/4 years old, according to grand- 
daughter Ellen Rosenzweig. 

Mr. Rosenzweig, who hailed 
from New York City, was a 
graduate of the City College of 
New York, earning a degree in 
chemical engineering. He also 
holds a masters degree from City 
College. He was a branch chief 
in the Army Materiel Command's 
Logistical and Technical Support 
Branch, he retired in 1962. Also, 
he was a part-time instructor at 


Catholic University and for the 
Agriculture Department Graduate 
School. 
Interest in Co-ops 
Ben and his wife Ethel moved 
into the 4 Court of Crescent 
Road in 1938, making them one 
of the pioneer families who were 
to be the sculptors of this new 
community. From the very be- 
ginning Ben was interested in and 
instrumental in forming coopera- 
tives and he never lost that inter- 
est. In fact during the week be- 
fore he entered the hospital, he 
had atterided a meeting of the 
Committee for Senior Citizen 
Housing, one of the newer co-ops 
in Greenbelt, which is striving for 
a high-rise senior apartment 
building.

At its February 24 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council reduced the rent for the 
New Deal Cafe, advanced more 


money to the Friends of the 


Greenbelt Museum (FOGM) for 
the reprint and update of the 
Greenbelt history book and the 
Sixtieth Anniversary Committee 
for its special events, supported a 
study to determine that the Inter- 
County Connector is not needed 
in Prince George’s County and 
considered a variety of legislative 
proposals at-the state and county 
level. Mayor Bram presented a 
“National PTA Month” proclama- 
tion to officers of local school 
PTAs atthe meeting. 

The New Deal Cafe requested 
the city, council to reduce its rent 


for its use of the dining room 


and kitchen at the Greenbelt 


Community Center. Andrew 
Levin, president of the New Deal 
Cafe had previously met with 
Community Center Supervisor 
Cathy Salgado. Both supported a 
reduction in rent from $50 to 
$37.50 per night on Friday and 
Saturday evenings. Members of 
council praised the operation of 
the New Deal Cafe which pro- 
vides a service otherwise not 
available in Greenbelt, and noted 
that it is a non-profit organiza- 
tion. The council then approved 
the proposed reduction in rent.

Ben was one of the founders 
of the Greenbelt Consumer Ser- 
vices (GCS), which was devel- 
oped by early settlers to pro- 
vide a retail store, gas station 
and other services. He contin- 
ued to serve on the board of 
GCS until 1984 when the coop- 
erative gave up its grocery store 
in Greenbelt: 

He was instrumental in the 
founding of the Greenbelt Fed- 
eral Credit Union, which later 
provided loans to many resi- 
dents as they formed the hous- 
ing cooperative to buy their 
homes from the federal govern- 
ment. Serving as president of 
the Credit Union board about 
35 years, he tried to retire 
about six months ago because 
of failing health. The board 
made him vice-president in- 
stead. 

Ben was also one of the 
founders of Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. (GHI), the housing coop- 
erative. When the government 
decided to sell the houses, oc- 
cupants, many of whom were 
veterans of World War I, orga- 
nized a co-op to buy the 
houses. Mr. Rosenzweig kept 
close ties with GHI and served 
for years on the GHI Finance 
Committee. 

He was an early staff mem- 
ber of the Cooperator (previous 
name for the News Review). 
When his sons were young he 
was active in the Boy Scouts. 

Ben served as a member of 
the city’s Employee Relations 
Board for 28 years. 

Taking an active part in the 
Consumer Credit Counseling 
Service for Southeast Maryland, 
he served on the board for 
many years (since its inception) 
and was vice president at the 
time of his death. 

He was parliamentarian for 
the local chapter of the Na- 
tional Association of Retired 
Federal Employees (NARFE) 
and served on the federal legis- 
lative committee of the Mary- 
land State Federation of 
NARFE, where he was a legis- 
lative liaison with Congres- 
sional District 5. “It puts me 
in touch with Congressman 
Steny Hoyer,” he said. 

Religion was an important 
part of his life. Mr. 
Rosenzweig was founder and 
first president of the Greenbelt 
Hebrew Congregation. When 
Mishkan Torah Synagogue was 
built, he worked hard on its 
construction.- “He laid the 
bricks,” his granddaughter Ellen 
said. He served eight terms as 
president of the synagogue. 
When he was 83, he had his 
second Bar Mitzvah at Mishkan 
Torah, spending a year in care- 
ful preparation for such a spe- 
cial event. 

Ben and Ethel renewed their 
vows at Mishkan Torah in ob- 
servance of their 50th wedding 
anniversary. Three years ago, 
they celebrated their 65th anni- 
versary with family and friends 
at the University of Maryland. 

Honors 

He received a Distinguished 
Service Award from the Depart- 
ment of Defense. In 1991, Ben 
was named Greenbelt’s Out- 
standing Citizen. Presenting the 
award, Chairman Tom -Renahan 
said “many have observed that 
his personal style is seldom 
quiet and never boring, and he 
is cantankerous by his own ad- 
mission. As a true Greenbelter 

. he always speaks his mind

ment programs to help the poor 
and working class. The town 
represents the first large-scale 
effort by the federal govern- 
“ment to construct permanent 
housing for people employed in 
non-defense-related occupations. 

Criterion 3 calls for proper- 
ties to be associated with a 
great idea or ideal of the 
American people. Greenbelt 
was declared to exhibit the 
American ideal of safe, healthy, 
affordable housing for all citi- 
zens’ with special emphasis 
placed upon the role of the 
community. in nurturing the 
country’s ‘children.. The town 
grew out of the 1930’s belief 
that American families needed 
open green environments for 
healthful living. 

Criterion 4 requires land- 
marks to embody distinguishing 
characteristics of an architec- 
tural type or a significant,. dis- 
tinctive and exceptional entity. 
Greenbelt was found to repre- 
sent the distinctive characteris- 
tics of a planned community 
_ along garden city lines. It also 
contains outstanding examples 
of the Art Deco and Stream- 
lined Moderne styles of archi- 
tecture as well as references to 
traditional and modern Euro- 
pean residential architecture. 

Buildings Included 

The historic district includes 
the original planned community 
(1935-38) and its defense hous- 
ing component (1941-42) This 
community possesses a high de- 
gree of integrity of location, 
setting, design, workmanship, 
materials, feeling and associa- 
tion. In addition, a few build- 
ings built between 1942 and 
1946 are included, in particular 
the maintenance building com- 
pound which is now headquar- 
ters for Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 

There are a total of 409 
buildings that contribute to the 
landmark district. Four sites 
also contribute, the three his- 
toric pre-Greenbelt family cem- 
eteries and Indian Springs. Five 
_ structures are included, the four 
pedestrian underpasses on Cres- 
cent Road and the one on 
Edmonston Road once used by 
students walking to. the 
Greenbelt High School, now 
Middle School. One object is 
included, the mother and child 
statue at Roosevelt Center mall. 

Within the district are 28 
buildings built since 1946 that 
do not contribute to the historic 
district, such as the churches 
and synagogue, Green Ridge 
House, the library and city of- 
fices. There is also one struc- 
ture, the underpass on Hillside 
Road. 

Recognition 

Now that Greenbelt has been 
recognized, the Mayor will re- 
ceive a certificate of designa- 
tion. The city will also be in- 
vited to accept, free of charge, 
a landmark plaque if it agrees 
to display the plaque publicly 
and appropriately. If feasible 
and upon request, the National 
Park Service will help arrange 
and participate in a presentation 
ceremony. 

At this time, the city has not 
made plans for the ceremonial 
acceptance of the certificate and 
plaque, but it is presumed that 
such a ceremony will take 
place. Since this is the city’s 
60th anniversary, it is expected 
that the presentation will be a 
part of one of the special pro- 
grams to be scheduled during 
the year.

Use the Label 


On Tax Returns 

Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein says fewer 
taxpayers than usual are at- 
taching the preprinted label to 
their state income tax returns, 
contributing to a higher than 
normal number of errors relat- 
ing to addresses and zip 
codes. 

The comptroller said about 
35% of tax returns are arriv- 
ing with the preprinted label 
on them, compared with about 
50% in most years. The label 
includes name, address and 
social security number infor- 


mation that match the 
taxpayer’s records in the 
Comptroller’s Office. “The 


accuracy of the information is 
important to be certain the tax 
return information is credited 
to the proper taxpayer record 
and to be certain the local tax 
revenue is credited to the 
proper local government,” he 
said, 

Nearly half of all errors 
being corrected this year are 
related to the lack of a label 
and largely concern incorrect 
address or zip code informa- 
tion. Because these errors 
must be corrected, they can 
slow down a taxpayer's re- 
fund. 

Taxpayers who use off-the- 
shelf tax preparation software 
should be sure to attach the 
label to the form generated by 
their computer. “The only 
time the label should be left 
off the tax form is if the in- 
formation on the label ts in- 
correct;” he said. 


About 400,000 taxpayers | 


received a postcard carrying 
their label, instead of a tax 
booklet. These taxpayers 
have used professional tax 
preparers and typically do not 
need tax forms. Taxpayers 
who received the postcard 
with their label should take it 
to their preparer so it can be 
placed on their tax form. 

“Through February 15, 
314,530 refund checks were 
issued, averaging $458 each. 
At the same time last year, 
196,066 checks were issued 
averaging $429,” the comp- 
troller said.

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City Has Good Company 
In Becoming Landmark 


by James Giese 

Greenbelt was approved, 
along with 13 other properties 
in 12 states, as a National 
Historic Landmark. In a 
press release dated March 4, 
the National Park Service 
(NPS), which is responsible 
for compiling the National 
Register of Historic Places 
and the more prestigious des- 
ignation of National Historic 
Landmarks, has set forth brief 
explanations as to why the 14 
properties have been judged 
to have exceptional value to 
the nation. 

Among the others approved 
are three national park sites at 
Grand Canyon, Glacier and 
Mount Rainier. Grand Can- 
yon Village is considered an 
exceptional example of NPS 
town planning and a highly 
significant example of town 
planning in the 1920's, in 
general. Mount Rainier Na- 
tional Park is the first fully 
developed example of NPS 
master planning. Planned in 
the late 1920s, the park also 
remains the most complete ex- 
ample of the results of such 
planning and has retained 
most of the facilities built 
during the historic period. 

3 Going-to-the-Sun 

Glacier National Park is 
recognized for its Going-to- 
the-Sun Road;-which, when it 
was begun, was the most am- 
bitious road construction 
project ever undertaken by the 
Bureau of Public Roads and 
the NPS. It was an essential 
wst€p in making large scenic 
reservations accessible to the 
motoring public without un- 
duly marring scenery or natu- 


ral systems — the initiation 
of “landscape engineering.”

Greenbelt designated this time 
is the Matewan Historic Dis- 
trict in Matewan, West Vir- 
ginia. Exceptionally signifi- 
cant in the history of labor 
Organization in America, the 
district was the scene of the 
“Matewan Battle” of May 19, 
1920 where coal company of- 
ficials tried to remove union 
workers from coal company 
housing. The ensuing conflict 
left ten people dead—seven 
company detectives, two min- 
ers and the town’s mayor. 
The episode was a pivotal 
event in the eventual end of 
coal company control in West 
Virginia. 

A well known building 
noted for its architectural sig- 
nificance was also designated 
a landmark. It is the Philip 
Johnson Glass House in New

Canaan, Connecticut. An ex- 
ception to the general rule, 
the building is slightly less 
than 50 years old, being first 
built in 1949. It is consid- 
ered one of the masterworks 
of modern architecture, sig- 
nificant because it epitomizes 
the International Style. 
Greenbelt 

The Greenbelt, Maryland 
Historic District was cited be- 
Cause it represents the first 
government-sponsored planned 
community in the United 
States built on “garden city” 
principles. It embodies the 
regional planning principles 
and architectural ideals of the 
mid 1930's. It was one of 
three “greenbelt towns” built 
by Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt’s New Deal govern- 
ment along garden city lines 
to respond to the Depression 
and a housing crisis in Ameri- 
can cities. Today, the 
greenbelt towns remain one of 
the boldest examples of public 
housing on a community scale 
ever undertaken in this coun- 
try. Their influence has been 
felt world wide. According to 
the NPS, “Greenbelt’s signifi- 
cance can be seen in the 
emergence of regional plan- 
ning as a discipline; in the 
widespread construction of 
planned communities after the 
1940s; in the ‘turning around’ 
of the suburban house so that 
it features a service and a 
garden side; and in-the role of 
cooperatives in running com- 
munities across the country. 

Other Landmarks 
The Haymarket Martyrs’ 


Monument, locatéd at the For=* 


est Home/Walden Cemetery in 
Forest Park, Illinois, com- 
memorates workers’ struggle 
to achieve the eight-hour 
workday in America and the 
1886 rally in Haymarket 
Square that led to the hang- 
ings of four leaders of the 
fight for workers’ rights. The 
four men are now buried be- 
neath the monument, 

The Owen Lovejoy House 
in Princeton, Illinois was used 
by this influential abolitionist 
politician to harbor fugitive 
slaves on their way north, for 
which he faced prosecution in 
the courts for his role in the 
Underground Railroad. 

The Eleutherian College 
Classroom and Chapel Build- 
ing in Lancaster, Indiana is

the only surviving building 
with integrity left for one of 
the first colleges west of the 
Allegheny Mountains to pro- 
mote college-level equal edu- 
cational experience prior to 
the civil war. 

The Spring Hill Ranch in 
Chase County, Kansas repre- 
sents the transition from the 
open range to the enclosed 
holdings of the large cattle 
companies of the 1880s that 
was accompanied by the im- 
provement of range cattle 
through purebred breeding 
programs and a distinctive 
practice of fattening south- 
western cattle during the sum- 
mer before shipping them to 
market in the fall. 

Ancient Indians 

The Huff Archeological 
Site in Morgan County, North 
Dakota is a Middle Missouri 
agricultural village of the 
Mandan people who had de- 
veloped extensive trading net- 
works over the 200 years be- 
fore 1500 A.D. and is one of 
the best-known and best pre- 
served sites of this period. 

The John P. Parker House 
in Ripley, Ohio was owned by 
a former slave who repeatedly 
secreted himself back into 
slave territory to assist es- 
caped slaves and to lead them 
to safety across the Ohio 
River. He operated an iron 
foundry at this site from 
about 1853 until his death. 

The John Rankin House, 
also in Ripley, Ohio was the 
home of a Presbyterian minis- 
ter who is reputed to have 
been one of Ohio's first and 
most active “conductors” on 
the Underground Railroad and 
was one of the first to clearly 
articulate in a book antisla- 
very views west of the Appa- 
lachians;

Another matter of interest to 
Scott was a bill before the Mary- 
land legislature that would require 


adequate facilities to be available 


nearby when subdividing land. 
The local area around a new de- 
velopment is assessed to deter- 
mine if transportation, police, fire, 
road networks, etc. are adequate. 
Currently, the county does not 
have the authority to test for ad- 
equate schools. HB 938 gives the 
county that authority. Presently, 
state law authorizes the county to 
impose a surcharge for each 
housing unit to help pay for the 
construction of adequate school 
facilities, but the current Sur- 
charge limit is $1,500 for a single 
family home, $800 for a 
townhouse, and $400 per unit on 
a multi-family dwelling in the 
county. The proposed bill would 
repeal the current surcharge lim- 
its and further specify that the 
payment of the surcharge does 
not eliminate the need to meet an 
adequate public facility test for 
schools. The city council sup- 
ported this proposed legislation. 
Other Legislation

Quietly, as if being whis- 
pered to, I catch the edge of a 
thought; daylight is-lasting 
longer, if only just a touch. 
The extra light hasn’t come up 
behind me unnoticed. It has 
happened so slowly I can 
hardly bear it. But if I’m not 
coy, I might chase it away. So 
I hold that awareness off to the 
side. I need spring’s lengthen- 
ing days too much; light knows 
this and flirts with me. But 
I’m growing impatient with this 
game of hide-and-seek. I want 
a substantial signal so that I 
can stop parceling out memo- 
ries of light and heat; I’m 
nearly running on empty. 

Back in September I was on 
alert. Harbingers of shorter 
days were everywhere: falling 
leaves, sweaters and jackets, 
the first frost. By Halloween I 
was distraught. Light disap- 


peared carefully, trying to 
sneak out of the room. But I 
watched; I knew. It had been 
slipping away each day until 
that unholy ritual of changing 
the clocks (to save light?) just 
threw open the doors to dark- 
ness. 

“Here, take an hour!” 

Some year I won’t change 
my clocks from equinox to 
equinox. I'll use a battery- 
pack of serotonins and ignore 
the chunks of dawn and dusk 
missing from my life. Still, I 
will have to tell myself little 
winter solstice lies: No more 
waking up to a dark dawn after 
today; soon we won't have to 
use headlights driving home 
from work.

Public Meeting to Discuss 
Gypsy Moth Spraying 


The State of Maryland De- 
partment of Agriculture (MDA) 
has announced that it plans to 
join with the U.S. Forest Ser- 
vice and the Prince George’s 
County-government in conduct- 
ing a cooperative aerial sup- 
pression program this spring to 
control gypsy moths. Aerial 
spraying will be done in the 
central section of Greenbelt in 
an area extending from the in- 
terchange of Kenilworth Avenue 
with the Capital Beltway east to 
the Baltimore-Washington Park- 
including Buddy 
Attick Park, Lakeside subdivi- 
sion and part of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc., approximately 
from Gardenway to the south 
(see map). A public informa- 
tion meeting will be held on 
Wednesday, March 19, from 
7:30 to 9 p.m. at Davis Hall, 
9217 51st Avenue in College 
Park. . 

The gypsy moth is a feder- 


ally quarantined pest. Its cater-— 


pillars (larvae) feed on the 
leaves of forest and shade trees, 
particularly oak trees, and cause 
defoliation, damage and some- 
times death. Spraying is done 
to hetp reduce tree damage and 
the nuisance of the caterpillars. 

To be considered for spray- 
ing, an area must have at least 
25 wooded acres of which at 
least 50% are oak and other 
species preferred by the cater- 
pillars. MDA field crews con- 
duct surveys each fall and win- 


ter to determine the number of 


egg masses in each spray area. 
Priority 1s given to residential 
and recreational areas or state- 
managed forest with high egg 
mass count. In each area, 
spraying begins approximately 
two weeks after*the caterpillars 
hatch. 
Dimilin Used 

The spraying of the chemical 
Dimilin is done by flying either 
airplanes or helicopters at low 
altitudes beginning at dawn and 
continuing as long as weather 
conditions are Satisfactory for 
spraying. Application to a spe- 
cific block is usually completed 


in 15 - 30 minutes and sprayed: 





leaves dry in about 30 minute 
The spray blocks are marked 
with balloons to ensure accu- 
racy of applications. Program 
personnel patrol each residen- 
tial spray block before and dur- 
ing spraying to watch for chil- 
dren, pedestrians and to moni- 
tor all conditions. Dimilin is 


not sprayed over open water or | 


within 250 feet of it. This: is 
because it has been shown to 
be toxic to aquatic inverte- 
brates, such as crabs or shrimp. 

Dimilin affects only imma- 
ture organisms with exoskel- 
etons, including insects. The 
gypsy moth caterpillars must 
grow by shedding their old 
skins (exoskeletons) and form- 
ing new, larger skins. Dimilin 
acts as a growth regulator by 


interfering with the utilization - 


of chitin, which is an essential 
part of an insect’s skin. Be- 
cause they are unable to prop- 
erly form new skins, the cater- 
pillars die after eating leaves 
sprayed with the chemical. 
There may be a delay of a 
week to ten days before a ma- 
jority of the caterpillars die. 

The MDA says that no hu- 
man health effects are likely 
from exposure to Dimilin as it 
is used in gypsy moth spraying. 
It does not accumulate in the 
bodies of humans or wildlife. 
The toxicity to birds and fish is 
very low.
